Sentenced to San Quentin for 25 
Years. 

Robert Levine was virtually sen- 
tenced to San Quentin for life yester- 
day by Judge McKinley.

Mrs. Blanche C. Clinton was yester-

The president of this institution is 
James G. Kennedy, a noble, earnest 
educator, who is wisely directing those 
in his charge in the way of intellect- 
ual and practical effort—moulding 
them to be grand men and women, 
who shall do honor to the State in the 
industrial and other walks of life. 


There is a department of industrial 
art in this school in the charge of Miss 
M. Van Vleck, and here may be seen 
under her instruction embryg sculptors 
modeling in elay and 1 wood- 
carvers at work upon original and 
beautiful designs. This institution is 
liberally endowed by its founders, and 
it already offers one hundred free 
scholarships, which number will be 
increased as rapidly as the conditions 
of the trust will warrant.

EXCESSIVE RATES. 


An Interesting Communication . to 
Fruit-shippers. 
[San Francisco Chronicle, May 224d.) 

Charles Weile of Santa Barbara re- 
cently addressed the Railroad Commis- 
sioners on the subject of what he 
charged were excessive rates. He had 
shipped to him in March last from Po- 
mona to Santa Barbara a quantity of 
olive trees in twelve bundles, weighing 
865 pounds. The rate is 71 cents for 
100 pounds, or $6.14 for the total, but 
he had to pay $8.52, or an excessive 
charge, as he claimed, ot $2.38. In ex- 
planation of the matter, and in reply 
to the commissioners’ inquiry, Secre- 
tary Gaskill of the Railroad Commis- 
sion received a letter from Freight 
Agent Richard Gray of the Southern 
Pacific yesterday. The gist of the com- 
munication, which is as follows, is of 
great interest to shippers of fruit. The 
rules of the Western classification, 
under which freight is shipped in 
Southern California, state that trees or 
shrubbery, shipped at the owner’s risk, 
charges prepaid or guaranteed at com- 
pany’s option, put up in bales com- 
pletely wrapped, each of 100.pounds or 
over, rauk as first class.

If such rules did not exist. a 
shipper might tender single plants re- 
quiring great care and extra labor in 
handling, while the charges in case of 
damage would be much greater than if 
there were several plants in a compact 
bundle weighing 100 pounds or more. 
As a single poenege of 100 pounds is 
more easily handled than a number 
weighing from five to ten pounds 
each, lower rates are offered as 
an inducement to shippers to send 
the compact 100-pound package, and 
double first-class rates are charged on 
the actual aggregate weight of a num- 
ber of smaller packages, and when, 
however, by using double first-class 
rates on actual weight, more is charged 
jin the aggregate than by estimating 
each bundle at 100 pounds and first- 
class rates than the latter is used.

NOTABLE EVENTS THAT HAVE 
OCCURRED ON THIS DATE. 


St. Augustine, the Missionary—The 
Nestor of Bishops—A French 
Robin Hood—A Kingly Poet— 
Sir Sidney Smith. 


St. Augustine, the missionery who 
converted the’ Saxon conquerors of 
Britain to Christianity, died May 26th, 
in the year 610. Previous to his elec- 
tion to the papacy, Greg@ry saw some 
Saxon youths for sale in the slave 
market. Their fine physique excited 
the future pontiff's desire to convert 
the natives of Britain to Christianity. 
Circumstances, however, prevented 
the execution of this design until 
after the election of Gregory to the 
papacy in 590. But he had not forgotten 
the Saxons, and as soon as possible he 
selected a body of 40 missionaries un- 
der the leadership of Augustine, who 
The Pope had 
been encouraged in this design by the 
intellience that one of the Saxon 
kings, Ethelbert of the dynasty of the 
Ashings, or.sons of the Ashtree, who 
had extended his sway from Kent as 
far north as the banks of the Humber, 
had married Bertha, daughter of the 
Caribert, King of Paris. Like all his 
race, Ethelbert was a heathen, while 
Bertha, as a descendant of Clovis, . 

was a Christian; and one of 
the clauses of their marria 

contract stipulated that she 
should enjoy the free exercise of her 
religion. Accordingly, she brought 
with her to England one Luidhard, a 
French — as her chaplain; as she 
and a few of her attendants worshiped 
in a small building outside of Canter- 


bury, on the site of which now stands 


the venerable church, dedicated to 
St. Martin. Augustine selected the 
Island of Thanet as being the safest. 
place in which to encounter the savage 
Saxons. At length a day was ap- 
pointed for the interview between the 
missionary and the King. The spot 
selected was under an ancient oak 
that grew in the center of Thanet. 
Neither understood the language of 
the other, and conversation was car- 
ried on through an inteperter. The 
King was at length so persuaded that 
on the following Whit-Sunday, June 
2, 597, he, with his chiefs and 10,000 of 
his people were baptized. N ext to 
that of Clovis, King of the French, 
this was the most important baptism 
that the world had seen since the con- 
version of Constantine. 
THE NESTOR OF BISHOPS,

At the age of 4 he was taught to 


At the age of 5he was sent to Rome, 
‘and remained there two years. 
While he was there he received a 
blessing from the Pope, and was un- 
nointed with the ro unction. 

He, was deeply re ien and a devout 
Christian all his life 
He ascended the throne. at the age of 
23, in 871 on the death of his brother 
Ethelred. 
The country at that time was engaged 
in a war with the Danes. He was not 
successful at first, but lost many bat- 
tles, the armies were destroyed, the 
cities burned, and the King with a few 
followers were driven into the forests 
of Selwood. 
It was here while resting in a torest- 
er's hut, and being told by the forest- 
er's wife to mind the cakes that were 
cooking by the fire, he was so absorbed 
in his troubled thoughts he forgot —— 
and let them burn. The woman scolded 
him. Just then his soldiers came up 
and asked if the King had been there. 
Alfred answered, to the joy of his men. 
The poor woman was greatly fright- 
ened, and 17 his pardon on her

of having them stolen. His laws have 
been likened to those of Moses, they 
were so wise. Some of them are used 
in England now. He laid the founda- 
tion for England’s greatness. Some of 
his laws were very severe; theft was 
‘sometimes punished with death. 
e loved truth and right and pro- 
tected the poor. 
He died at the age of 52, in the year 
901, leaving the throne to his son Ed- 
ward. JULIA M. TAYLOR. 

Ah, wouldn’t it be charming to live 
in a land where there were no thieves, 
and where you could go to bed at night 
without feeling that all the doors must 

bolted? In the Pribylov Islands, 

where I spent one year, we felt as se- 
cure as people did im the days of Al- 
fred.

But this soon led me to 
bolt the doors before retiring. But 
there was never any danger f their 
stealing, for the Aleuts are not a 


thieving people. They would not steal 
anything but wine or whisky.
